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PORTUGAL IS CLEARED | 
OF STIGMA OF CRUELTY 


(Special cable to the Monitor) 


_ LONDON—The European bureau of the Monitor has re- 
ceived from the Portuguese minister in London a copy of the 
Peete Sonera addressed to the Portuguese prime minister by Sir 
Arthur Hardinge, British minister in Lisbon, which constitutes 
a complete reply to the reports contained in certain newspapers 
on the subject of Portuguese prisons: 

“The British minister, Sir A. Hardinge, having visited the 
grandson of a British subject at, the fort of Alto Duque and having 
also visited Trefaria prison, was pleased to recognize in a private 
letter he addressed to the Portuguese minister for foreign affairs 
that the accusation of the barbarous and crue’ treatment inflicted 
in the said prisons upon persons accused of political offenses is 
absolutely inexact, having verified on the contrary that the pre- 
ventive regimea to which they are subjected is not at all severe.” 
_ As a matter of fact these prisons are those used by the royal- 
ists up to: the revolution and are at present being improved by the 
republican government. 

The minister also informs the European bureau that the very 
precise reports of. the royalist forces on the frontier are purely 
imaginary. 

With respect to the rumors as to the sale of the Portuguese 
colonies, he gives the assurance that these are equally ridiculous. 
These colonies are secured to Portugal by her treaties with Eng- 
land and so far from the government having any intention of 
selling them it is at present engaged in doing everything in its 
power to develop and improve them, and with a view to this it 
has since the revolution stopped the manufacture of alcohol at 
considerable cost.

Some of the easily imagined reasons are discernible, if there be 
truth in the array of documentary evidence to be found in the 
indictment of the United States which one of its citizens presents in 
the February. North Americar Review. It is not a pleasant chapter 
of national history ,to contemplate, if there be even a semblance of 
truth to the charges. Not the least element of regret is that, if true, 
a blot appears upon the escutcheon of John Hay. But true or not 
irue, the fact is that Latin-America believes the charges to be true, 
end governs its moral attitude toward the United States accordingly. 
This being so a refusal to permit judicial decision of an impartial 
‘ribunal upon the matter only aggravates the situation; and no tour 
of the secretary of state to Latin-American capitals will of itself 
“alter the case. 

Justice Brewer of the United States supreine court in 1906 gave 
it as his opinion that the “United States rode roughshod over the 
rights of the republic of Panama in order to get possession of her 
‘erritory for the’ construction of the canal.” The Hon. Richard 
Olney, addressing the first meeting of the American Society of 
Jnternational Jaw in 1907, said that the land of the canal “was 
oractically expropriated by the United States claiming to act as 
‘nandatory of civilization.’ ” In which case, said the former secre- 
‘ary of state, “if the United States is to be deemed to have held a 
mandate from civilization to sequestrate Colombia soil for a great 
public work, it shouid also be deemed to have held a mandate to see 
that Colombia was duly compensated, otherwise civilization stands 
icvealed as an objectionable personage quite insensible to the more 
clementary claims of justice.” 

In 1903 Professor’ Woolsey of Yale, one of the leading 
uthorities on international law, headed a petition from influential 
wembers of that university, urging that the United States deal with 
scrupulous justice in its acquisition at Panama, and denouncing 
rumors 07 tactics that subsequently were followed.

land owners. ‘This writer charged that the 
intending settler found a practically roadless 
country. Little or nothing, he said, had been done by the owners 
of the immense tracts of denuded torest land to prepare them for 
habitation. As a remedy, he proposed that the tracts be taxed at 
such a rate as to compel the owners to improve them so that they 
might be opened up to settlement, or to induce them to sell to those 
who would develop them. 

This letter has called forth some vigorous protests, and these 
serve to bring before the public in a general way a phase of north- 
western development that is usually touched upon lightly, if at all. 
In the first place, the correspondence shows that an earnest effort is 
being made to restore these lands to usefulness, so far as it 1s possible. 
Thus it is asserted, evidently with good grounds, that one of the 
men who won a fortune by stripping the lands of timber has since 
expended it in an effort to bring the lands under cultivation by pre- 
yaring them for immigrants. He was one, it seems, who demon- 
strated beyond dispute that the cut-over lands are fertile. The 
Kaukauna writer had made the statement that the lands in question 
were assessed at about $1.50 per acre. In reply, one of the land 
owners says that the valuation of most of the land in northern Wis- 
consin runs from $5 to $10 per acre. The lands are sold at $10. 
$12 and $15 per acre, and, when improved and farmed, it is held, 
they sell readily at from $75 to $100 per acre. Here occurs a state- 
ment of interest to those who are looking for farm homes. . Many 
of the companies holding those lands, it is said, are offering them 
to people without capital as low as $1 down per acre, with small 
instalment payments up to the time one fourth of the purchase price 
‘is paid; from this on, it is asserted, the land owner will wait five 
or ten years for his money, if necessary. 

It is a circumstance worth noting that the Kaukauna corre- 
spondent and the land owner who replies to him are together on one 
point. The former claims, as above stated, that if these idle lands 
were properly taxed they would either be improved soon or they 
would change hands. The latter says that if you tax the lands to 
excess the county will soon own them, meaning, of course, that the 
landlord will be compelled to part with them. On the face of things, 
northern Wisconsin might be an excellent place for experiment along 
the lines indicated. It would be worth a great deal to other states 
as well as to Wisconsin, where large tracts of land have fallen for 
any reason into the hands of a comparatively few private owners, to 
learn whether improvement and consequent higher taxation is not 
a fairly direct and expeditious way of breaking up incipient land- 
lordism. There appears to be little question as to the prodlctiveness 
of the cut-over land. Apparently it is as inviting and promising to 
the settler as any land in the prairie states. The settler has passed 
by it, however, and the interesting question remaining to be answered 
is, Why has he done so? 


AFTER a search that. has been prolonged 
President Taft has found a successor to 
Justice Harlan in a New Jersey jurist, Hon. 
Mahlon Pitney, now chancellor of the equity 
court of that state. No considerations. of 
either politics or geography seem to have in- 
fluenced this choice. The former seldom are 
avowed as existing. The latter frequently 
count, and up to a certain point should do so. 
Whether the selection of the New Jersey 
jurist will please the progressive element of the Republican party 
remains to be seen. Justice Harlan was deemed a representative of the 
more radical.sentiment of the country, and by his minority opinions 
in notable cases voiced convictions that are popular with many voters. 

Justice Pitney, if confirmed, will add to the supreme court a 
disciplined legal mind, trained in the courts of a state conspicuous 
for judicial methods that are effective and therefore much respected. 
“Jersey justice’ for generations has been of a swifter, surer, less 
sentimental type than that of some of its neighboring states. From 
New Jersey came Justice J. P. Bradley, one of the most. learned and 
ablest of the supreme court following the civil war. Of the 
intellectual capacity and disciplined judicial methods of the new 
appointee there can be no doubt. His eminence in a state with 
exacting standards is unquestioned. Where he will stand on the 
divisive political and economic issues now coming before the court 
can be determined after he has rendered a few decisions. 

The President in filling this vacancy has submitted other 
proposed appointees to a form of popular ante-nomination criticism 
that seems to have been lacking in this case. There are advantages 
aid disadvantages to this preliminary trying out. American tradition 
has not favored undue publicity with respect to judicial nominations. 
There are decided objections to arbitrary choice without due 
investigation of appointees, as also there are to having possible 
iominees subjected to the attacks of any social groups who have been 
offended by prior decrees in the lower courts. To the credit of 
President Taft it must be said that with reconstruction of the court 
and selection of a chief justice falling to him in the line of duty he 
has taken the task as seriously as the occasion demanded. Five of 
the associate justices owe their seats to him, and Chief Justice White 
his promotion. As the years go on and the national legislation of 
an epoch- -marking era comes be fore the court for review it inay turn 
out that, so far as domestic affairs go, the Taft influence upon them 
Was greater via the court than by presidential message, speech or veto 
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Prompt recognition of the Chinese republic 
by the United States is being urged for- 
mally by Chinese students in American col- 
leges and schools. The arguments set forth 
are sound and coincide with reasons which 
must have weight with the department of 
state, and would shape action doubtless were 
the United States not committed, for China's 

good, to joint and simultaneous action by the 
———=— “powers so long as they respect a policy that 
makes for China's entity in perpetuity. For better, for worse, the 
day has passed when the United States aligns itself with all repub- 
lican movements the world over the instant that revolt 1s declared 
or victory won. Having forsaken the foreign policy defined for it 
by George Washington, the nation now has to consider more care- 
fully the ultimate effects abroad of any step it may take. Conse- 
quently republican Portugal has had much the same delayed recog- 
nition from the United States that it has had from Great Britain. 
China likewise will find the United States minding the ultimate as 
well as proximate effects of any action it may take, certain, however, 
that the Chinese republicans will understand the situation and not 
be unmindful of the actual friendliness of the people who have 
Washington and Lincoln as exemplars. 

The question is being raised as to the effect that thte Chinese 
republic, if enduring, will have upon the Filipinos. “Will not they, 
like the Japanese,” it is asked, ‘‘be led to make more radical demands 
anch insist upon a larger measure of popular rule?’ Undoubtedly 
they will. But though fully aware of this inevitable outcome and 
though quietly using its influence against republican victory in China, 
the Japanese government has not dared formally to oppose the change 
in any effective way and cannot afford now even to seem to 
obstruct foreign recognition of the democratized nation that has 
decided to rule itself. The problem for Japan now 1s to create new 
sanctions for loyalty, to moralize its masses with ethics that can 
make the transition from feudalism to democracy that looms ahead 
as mild as possible; and to secure this end it is significant to note 
that a call has recently been issued by the sis ernment for amicable 
conference between Juddhist, Shintoist and Christian Jeaders. 

Similarly, the United States has its work cut out for it in the 
Philippines. Racial and national patriotism will steadily impel Fili- 
pinos to demand increasing power to rule themselves, the more so 
if Chinese democracy succeeds. Uncle Sam's business is to educate 
the native masses so as to fit them for the tasks and responsibilities 
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IN SELECTING Senor Lauro Muller to become

Internal order and progress, after all, are but reflections of 
what a nation is accomplishing externally. Peace at home usually 
means international! harmony. In the case of Brazil the republic still 
stands chief among nations that without the firing of a shot turned 
suddenly from a long-established form of monarchical rule to a 
form of republican government. Probably. due to this extraordinary 
circumstance, the people of Brazil have accomplished much within 
their own domain; and when, in addition, so capable a diplomatist as 
Baron de Rio Branco long looked after the foreign relations there 
was, it seemed, little further to be asked for im that direction. 
Knowing his own people thoroughly, Senor Lauro Muller will 
now be engaged on those matters that bring his nation in constant 
touch with the world at large. An engineer by profession, his former

attentions to detail will undoubtedly find equal use when questions 
of moment are to be dealt with from without. Rio de Janeiro stands 
as a telling monument of what he did for the city that has been 
termed by those who know the most beautiful in the western 
hemisphere. 

At present Brazil holds the friendship of every nation, ‘and it 
was but meet that the recognition of Portugal as a republic should 
come first from the people in America that own to identical ancestry 
and similar speech. But as Brazil increases in importance there 
will of necessity be now and then problems to try the ability of the 
new foreign minister. No cabinet member within an administration 
is vested. with greater power or laden with greater responsibilities. 
That Senor Muller will succeed in his latest task is not only the hope, 
but the firm belief, of Brazilians, who in their well-earned patriotism 
desire tosee the largest nation of South America conduct itself with 
dignity and candor. 


THE social research council of Boston, to 
be afhliated with the department of social 
ethics of Harvard University, will give to the 
conununity precisely such an organization as 
can serve it best at a time when light is 
needed on concrete civic problems viewed 
from the standpoint of the trained investi- 
gator. This cooperation of heads of social 
settlements, officials of state bureaus charged 
with ascertaining facts, agents of long estab- 
lished philanthropies, trainers of youth in social investigation, 
teachers of ethics in colleges for men and for women and pioneers 

in the new field of university instruction, namely, business adminis- 
tration, 1s a fine outward expression of the rising: demand for unity 
of action in all civic betterment movements. 

Men and women with this training and so related to each other 
in a common desire to get at the truth can face the task of ameliora- 
tion or abolition of long-standing economic abuses with more hope 
and zest because of such formal comradeship; and the community 
at large will be inclined to even greater confidence in this type of 
adviser, if shown that through joint action and comparison of views 
a final judgment is uttered which takes in all the facts that need to 
be considered. Such comparison of data, such balanced decisions, 
can be expected from a council of this kind. 

A sign of the times full of promise is this practical step taken 
to put an end to such duplication of endeavor as now goes on; to 
accumulate at a central point all sorts of evidence bearing upon 
research and experiment in the industrial, economic and _politico- 
ethical field; and to form an advisory council of representative 
sociologists, educators and altruists. Harvard naturally is chosen as 
the center of administration, but Tech, Simmons and Wellesley are 
heartily cooperating. . 

A council of this kind, after getting established in local esteem 
and having proved its serviceability, might on occasion be invited to 
aid other communities. Thus, wert; Lawrence being studied now 
by persons acting under the advice of a council like this the verdict of 
such investigators would have value for the nation. For the longer 
the struggle at Lawrence drags on without rational solution and the 
more some of the newer phases of tiie strife are studied the clearer 
becomes the fact that it marks the beginning of a new chapter in 
American history and the emergence here of phases of a “class” war 
to which Europe has been used for some time past. Such govern- 
mental apparatus as Massachusetts has accumulated to date for non- 
nulitary dealing with a situation of the kind has not worked. For 
(liscovering the precise facts-in.a cor'troversy of this kind and then 
dealing with them administratively neither the state nor cities seem to 
be equipped. 
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CALVIN TOMKINS, dock commissioner of 
New York, has earned a deservedly high | 
reputation tor his grasp upon the maritime 
attairs of the United States and especially 
with reference to the possibilities and require- 
ments of shipping interests on the Atlantic 
coast. Very naturally his first thought 
always is of New York, to which he delights 
to point as “the greatest seaport of all the 
world,” but he sees, perhaps, more clearly 
than others who are conspicuously associated with harbor develop- 
ment in his city that it is in the interest of the nation as a whole 
that other Atlantic ports shall have greater local attention in the 
future and a larger measure of national encouragement, moral and 
substantial. He has been heard in most of the Atlantic seaports 
recently, and because of his broad views and liberal ideas his words 
have had weight. 

New York. like London. has always been ready to listen when 
its harbor has been the topic. It has expended many millions upon 
dock improvements ; it 1s rez adv LO spend many millions more , but 
recently it has seen that it will be impossible for it in the future to 
hold so large a percentage of the ocean trade of the Atlantic coast 
as it has held in the past. _Mr. Tomkins 1s quoted as saying within 
the last few days that the situation in New York is not quite so 
serious as people generally suppose. He claims that the widespread 
impression regarding congestion in the harbor is erroneous. There 
is, he admits, over-pressure on the West Side in the handling of 
local freight and food supplies, but, generally speaking, conditions 
are not bad. 

On the other hand, it would seem. that, so far as the harbor 
proper is concerned, New York 1s looking rather for relief than 
for further pressure on its-facilities or further expansion of them. 
We have Mr. Tomkins own words for it that up to the present 
time the city of New York has done little or nothing to prepare for 
its added responsibilities on the completion of the Panama canal. No 
comprehensive plan for the organization and administration of the 
port has been adopted by the city, although a plan has been pro- 
posed by the dock department. Railroad and terminal improvements, 
says Mr. Tomkins, have been at a standstill for three years past, and 
the city government has not given attention to questions of port 
organization. This is unlike New York. It is certainly not due to 
indifference. Manifestly, New York sees that some of its burden 
must be shifted to other shoulders. 

Are the other shoulders preparing for the shift, and, if so, how 
speedily and how well? This is a question that is of interest to e very 
port on the Atlantic seaboard. 
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BASEBALL necessarily will have to come into competition with 
the presidential cainpaign this year as a great national game, but its 
friends are confident that it will hold its own as an attraction. Still, 
there are certain possibilities in which it might not hold its own. 
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
